It is the intention of the Fulton 
county commissioners to — pave 
Spring street for the city, probably 
beginning the work in December, 
making of this street one of the 
finest boulevards in Atlanta, there- 

/ by creating a vehicular traffic ar- 
tery that will relieve congestion on 
Peachtree and West Peachtree 
streets, 

This announcement was made 
Wednesday by Chief of Construc- 
tion H. L. Collier and verified by 
Oscar Mills, chairman of the Ful- 
ton county commissioners, who, in 
speaking of the proposed project, 
said that the undertaking would 
cost approximately a half million 
or six hundred thousand dollars. 

On the east, west and south sides 
of the city the county has _ been 
building some agnificent roads, 
and the people Who traverse them 
are riding over some of the finest 
paving in the south. Mr. Mills says 
thé commissioners have now turned 
their attention.to the need on the 
north side for a smooth boulevard 
to divert part of the fearful con- 
gestion on Peachtree and West 
Peachtree streets, and the expendi- 
ture of. over a half million dollars 
is what they are going to do next 
year. 

Big 1020 Job. 
Mr. Collier stated Wednesday that

have advised him that the paving 
_of Spring street is the one big job 


ne fhat the county is going to do for 


the city in 1920. In the meantime 
they are assisting with thousands 
of dollars in other projects. 

Both city ahd county officials 
have realized for some time that 
measures to divert a portion of che 
north side travel from the two 
Peac! trees could not much longer 
be delayed. From near Brookwood 
these streets begin gradually to fill 
with a’ iles and other vehicles, 
until where they converge a block 
from the Masonic temple on Pea- - 
tree, the street becom’ 4& ve..-- ‘le 
jam of incoming and outflowing 
trafffic. Automobiles hin the 
atreet cars “.d vie versa, and every 
day, particularly for a period in the 


morning and a period in the after-. 


noon, results in a snail's pace in 
progress for sev-ral blocks. The 
building of Brookwood station on 
Peachtree street has added its quota 
to this crush. 

To Solve Problem. 

There .e no street car tracks on 
Spring street, and since there ue 
trollev lines on West Peachtree and 
Williams, @oth parallel streets. 1 
all probability no tracks will be laid 
on Spring for years to come. In the 
opinion of Mr, Collier when a smooth 
pavement is laid down on this street, 
making it a boulevard for vehicular 
traffic, the problem of caring for 
the immense volume that now over- 
flows Peachtree and West Peach- 
tree will have been solved for an 
indefinite period. 

Then, too, when the jam is pull- 
ed off of these two streets, trolley 
car schedules will be automatically 
accelerated on those lines. 

Spring street begins at Peachtree 
near the residence of Colonel W. L 
Peel and terminates downtown at 
Marietta street, nearly opposite the 
new Federal Reserve Bank building, 
a distance of about two and three- 
quarter miles. This is a shorter 
route than Peachtree and but little 
different from the distance on West 
Peachtree. In addition to Marietta 

_ other routes to Spring going north 
are on Carnegie Way by way of 
the Carnegie library and on Luckie 
street by way of the Piedmont hotel. 

Present Condition. 

Part of Spring at present is not 
paved atall. It is paved with gran- 
ite blocks from Marietta 
from Pine street to Baltimore place, 
it is macadam; from Baltimore place 
to North avenue, bituminous macad- 
am; from North avenue to Sixth 


Sixth street to Tenth street there 
is no pavement; from Tenth street 
to Fourteenth street, water-bound 
macadam, and from Fourteenth 
street to Peachtree is another 
stretch without paving.

Estimating the 1920 income of the 
State at $8,600,000 ana making ap- 
propriations for $8,584,710.72 the bud- 
get and efficiency committee has 
prepared a report that will be sub- 
mitted to the state legislature. This 
will be introduced as an appropria- 
tion bill by Representative George H. 
Carswell who as announced in The 
Constitution yesterday wil! be 
chairman of the appropriation com- 
mittee. Mr. Carswell was a member 
of the committee that drew the bill 
and Governor Dorsey was chairman. 

This bill provides for the expendi- 
ture of practically every cent that 
the state will receive during the 
year and it will take a special act to 
appropriate any other sums, and 
such measures would of necessity be 
vetoed’ by the governor as there 
would be no funds available to pay 
same. 

If the bill goes through as draft- 
ed it will be the shortest appropri- 
ation bill ever passed by a Georgia 
legislature. The subjects of ap- 
propriation are dealt with separate- 
ly, each branch taken up and han- 
died in turn. If enacted the bill 
will be the law of the state until 
repealed. In amending it from 
year to year it will only be neces- 
sary to callattention to the proper 
sections and divisions of the

One hundred thousand dollars {is 
provided for the payment of obliga- 
tions caused by the maturing of 
state bonds, and $287,687.50 for the 
payment of interest on the recog- 
nized valid debt of the state. 

The Report. 

The appropriation bill ané the 


committee report follow in detail: 

To His Excellency, the Governor of Geor- 
gia: The undersigned members of the bud- 
get and investigating commission created 
under the act of the general assembly of 
Georgia by act of August 12, 1918 (Georgia 
Laws of 1918, page 155), have, as required 
by section 8 of the statute creating the 
commission, prepared a géneral appropria- 
tion bill, copy of which is attached. You 
are requested to deliver this bill to the 
chairman of the appropriation commi:tee 
of the house, as contemplated by law, as 
soon as the chairman of that committee is 
named.

Big Pasteurizing Plant Is 
Planned to Guarantee 
Supply Sold ‘Atlanta 
Consumers. 


In view of the fact that large 
quantities of milk are shipped into 
Atlanta from outside points where 
no sanitary supervision can be 
maintained by the board of health, 
and because of the fact that less 
than one-fourth of the milk sold 
in the city is put through the pas- 
teurization process, rendering it 
safe for use, a movement has been 
Suggested for the construction of a 
large central plant by the municipal 
government through which all] milk 
sold to the consuming public of At- 
lanta may be pastuerized and from 
which it may be distributed to the 
people. 

A central plant large enough to 
pastuerize the entire milk supply 
of the city would represent a con- 
Siderable outlay of money, but when 
it is considered that the purification 
of all the milk that enters the city 
is a vitally needed precaution, it is 
believed that capital could be found 
with which to erect the plant. 

As stated by the United States 
public health service, there is now 
about one fourth of the supply of 


milk sold in the city.that is pas- 
tuerized, leaving the greater part 
of the supply to be sold to the peo-

UF WAR DRYNESS 


Straight Measure Going 
to Congress Today. 
War-Time Bill Sep- 
arated From Constitu- 
tional Prohi Enforce- 
ment Bill. 


Washington, June 25.—A straight, 
clear-cut bill for enforcement of 
war-time prohibition will be re- 
ported out tomorrow by the house 
judiciary committee. 

Decision to separate the war-time 
from the constitutional prohibition 
enforcement measure—said to be 
the most drastic liquor bill ever 
presented to congress—was reached 
after an all-day session, which was 
much like marching up the hill and 
then down again. A proposal that 
two distinct bills be drafted was re- 
jected yesterday, but it was brought 
up again today by Representative 
Walsh, republican, of Massachu- 
setts, and was pending when a mo- 
tion to adjourn abruptly ended the 
discussion that was animated and 
heated. 

There was no indication as to how 
the committee would have voted, 
but several of the leading prohibi- 
tion members agreed tonight that 
in view of the manifest differences 
between the two issues and the pos- 
sibility that the sale of beer and 
light wines might be permitted un- 
til January by presidential procla- 
mation, the wisest thing to do was 
to report out the war-time bill the 
first thing tomorrow, and the con- 
stitutional bill later in the day. In 
this way there is every assurance, 
they said, that the war-time bill 
would be passed probably by both 
houses before the end of the month, 
at which time the “dry” act be- 
comes effective. 

Would Have Naullified Law. 

An amendment by Representative 
Steele, democrat, of Pennsylvania. 
which, it was admitted later, would 
have nullified the entire law, got 
through by a vote of 9 to 8, subse- 
quently was reconsidered and de- 
feated, 10 to 7. The amendment 
stipulated that provisions of the en- 
forcement act, except as they relate 
to interstate and foreign commerce, 


should not be effective in any state 
until ratified by the people. It was

Unless Germany Names 
Delegation Very Soon, 
the Allies Will Send an 
Ultimatum to Berlin. 


NO OFFICIAL ADVICES 
COME FROM GERMANY 


But Great Bitterness Is 
Reported Against Treaty 
and Government Is Hav- 
ing Difficulty in Finding 
Men Who Will Sign. 
Allies Are Uneasy in Re- 
gard to Situation. 


New York, June 25.—(By Associa- 
ted Press. Summary of European Ca- 
bles of the Day.)Another day has 
passed, with the delegates of the 
allied and associated powers in 
Paris awaiting in vain definite 
word from the Germans as to when 
they will be ready to sign the peace 
treaty. Unofficial opinion in the 
French capital is that the momen- 
tous event will not take place be- 
fore Saturday and -possibly not un- 
til Monday. 

The council of four was informed 
that during Wednesday the German 
government was busily engaged 
in trying to arrange the personnel 
of its delegation in Versailles. 

The Germans have given thus far 
no intimation as to what men are 
to be the choice of the Bauer gov- 
ernment. Unofficial advices indi- 
cate that the cabinet is experienc- 
ing great difficulty in finding men 
who are willing to take upon their 
shoulders the duty of acknowlede- 
ing, in a document which will be- 
come world historic, Germany's ut- 
ter defeat in the war and her un- 
qualified acquiescence to the terms 
of the victors. 

Reports are that Hermann Muel- 
ler, foreign secretary in the Bauer 
cabinet, like Dr. Haniel von Haim- 
hausen, declined to accept the onus 
for signing a treaty admittedly ob- 
noxious to the Germans, 

Sven a visit Wednesday to Ver- 
sailles, where the members of the 
original German delegation still 
are, by the general secretary of the 
peace conference, failed to bring 
forth any knowledge of what was 
being done in Germany toward the 
selection of plenipotentiaries.

REGARDING TREATY 


| London, June 25.—President Ebert 
'of Germany, Premier Bauer and all 
'the ministers have issued a proc- 
|lamation to the German people, ac- 
|cording to a wireless message from

What War-Time Act Provides, 

The war-time act provides only 
against the “manufacture and sale’ 
of intoxicating liquor and does not 
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define what is intoxicating liqour. 
the combined enforcement legisla- 
tion proposes that it shall be un- 
lawful to “manufacture, sell, bar- 
ter, give away, transport, import, 
export, deliver, furnish, receive or 
possess” any intoxicating liquor ex- 
cept for a few legal purposes, and 
clearly defines “intoxicating liquor’ 
as any beverage that contains more 


than one-half of one per cent of al- | 


cohol 

Under this legislation, 
of the committee have expressed the 
opinion that it would be impossible 
to dispose of the supplies of liquor 
now on hand. 

If the two enforcement bills are 
divided, the war-time act.will be 
pushed through congress in an ef- 
fort to have it approved by July 1, 
but it is doubtful if this can be ac- 
complished. Should enforcement 
legislation fail to pass, Representa- 
tive Webb, who strongly advocated 
the war-time act, said the act it- 
self carries sufficient penalties to 
provide for its enforcement. 

The main provisions agreed upon 
are: 

}atoxicating liquor shall include 
brandy, whisky, rum, gin, 
beer, ale, porter, wine and any spir- 
ituous, vinous, malt or fermented 
liguor or compounds, whether medi- 
cated, proprictary, patented or not, 
containing One-half of one per cent 
of alcohol.”

The only exceptions to the act are 
for medicinal, scientific or sacra- 
mental purposes, or liquor obtained 
before the act goes into effect, 
stored in private homes for personal 
use only. 

Enforcement of the legislation is 
vested with the internal revenue 
commissioner and the department of 
justice. For enforcement an ap- 
propriation of $3,500,000 is provided. 

Violations are punishable by a fine 
of not less than $100 nor more than 
$500 for the first offense, a fine of 
not less than $200 nor more than 
$1,000 or imprisonment from 30 to 90 
Gays for -the second offense, and a 
fine of not less than $500 with im- 
prisonment for six months to two 
years for subsequent offenses, 

Advertisement of liquor is 
hibited. 

Persons injured by § intoxicated 
persons may bring suit for dam- 
ages against the person who sold or 
furnished the liquor. 

Search for liquor may be made 
only on a warrant from a federal 
court, a court of record or @ United 
States commissioner.

By Georgia Cotton Con- 
cerns to Meet Losses on 
Government Work. 

Hines Asked to Person- 
ally Review Case.

(By The Constitution's Leased Wire.) 
Washington, 
of the Georgia delegation in con- 
gress have taken up with Director 
Hines, of the railroad administra- 
tion, the matter of having him per- 
sonally review the appeal of the At- 
lantic Compress company, of Atlan- 
ta, and the independent compresses 
in Georgia, in support of their claim 
for additional compensation for 
services rendered to the U.S. railroad 


administration in the months of 
September and October, 1918. These 
Claims, it appeared, have already 
been referred to the traffic manager 
of the railroad administration, who 
in turn has declined to allow them. 
They have in the meantime been 
referred back for review, and the 


Georgians who are taking interest 
in the matter are urging the direc- 
tor general to personally review in 
the case. 

All these compresses during the 
months of September and October, 
1918, compressed cotton for the Unit- 
ed States railroad administration, 
and were compensated therefor at 
rates so low as to result in operat- 
ing deficits to the compresses. The 
administration during this period 
was engaged in determining a fair 


rate for commission, and later did 


determine it, fixing a much higher 
rate than the one paid in September 
and October, but made such new 
rate effective as of November 1, 
1918, thus continuing the losses in- 


curred by the compresses in Septem- 


ber and October. The contention 
of the compresses is that the new 
rate which the administration found 
to be fair should be applied to the 
cotton compressed by them in the 
months of September and October. 

The Atlantic Compress company, 
during these two months, com- 
pressed for the administration 
185,239 bales of cotton, and apply- 
ing the new rate to same in lieu of 
the rate that was paid, this gompa- 
my would be entitled to receive 
from the administration the sum of 
$64,832.65, as additional compensa- 
tion for services rendered during 
these two months.

The rates being paid to the Geor- 
gia cotton compresses, while long 
inadequate, were, owing to greatly 
increased costs of operation, particu- 
lariy in costs of labor, so unremun- 
erative during the season of 1917- 
1918, as to produce operating defi- 
cits. The Atlantic Compress com- 
pany, for instance, through its oper- 
ating officials, reported in August, 
1918, an operating deficit for the 
season of nearly $34,000. 

In the summer of 1918 the state 
railroad commission of Georgia waa 
asked to investigate the cost of 
compressing cotton and to fix a just 
rate to be paid therefor. This com- 
mission conducted an elaborate in- 
into the matter, and 
with the result that on August 13, 
1918. it issued its circular No. 406 
fixing the compress charges at 70 
cents per bale for standard com- 
pression, and 90 cents per bale for 
high density, and made same effect- 
ive as of September 1, 1918. These 
new rates were equivalent to 1% 
cents and 18 cents per 100 pounds. 
The cotton compresses in the other 
cotton states, pending the investi- 
gation by the Georgia railroad com- 
mission, advanced their rates, ef- 
fective September 1, 1918, to 15 cents 
per 100 pounds, and have since that 
date, as the Georgia compresses are 
advised, been charging and collect- 
ing this rate. 

Contend for Rate. 

The Georgia compresses, when 
September 1, 1918, arrived, natu- 
rally and properly contended that 
they were entitled to the rate of 79 
cents per bale, which had teen or- 
dered by the Georgia railroad com- 
mission, - but the facts was that nel- 
ther the regional director of the 
railroads nor any of the federal 
managers of the individual railroads 
had any authority to pay this rate.

‘Woman IsGrilled 
In the Ford Case 
Until She Faints 


Mrs. Prall Overcome by 


Searching Questions 
About Time of Her Mar- 
riage—Other Women 
Testify About Ford. 


Mount Clemens, Mich., June 25.— 
Counsel for Henry Ford, who is su- 
ing The Chicago Daily Tribune for 
$1,000.000 on a charge of libel, to- 
day continued efforts to show that 
the editorial of June 23, 1916, head- 
ed, “Ford is an anarchist,” was the 
culmination of a well-organized and 
malicious conspiracy within The 
Tribune office. 

Perley Boone, city editor of the 
newspaper, who in 1916 was acting 
city editor, was the witness. On 
cross-examination he was question- 
ed by Attorney William Lucking, of 
Ford’s counsel, but the latter failed 
to elicit anything but that news 
items about Mr. Ford found their 
way into the paper in a routine malh- 
ner and not in fulfillment of in- 
structions from the publishers. 

From Mr. Boone and previous 
Tribune witnesses {t appeared that 
the idea of listing the names of 
firms which pledged themselves to 
safeguard the welfare of their em- 
ployees who went to the Mexican 
border with the national guard in 
1916, originated with a minor editor 
and that such stories were published 
without higher sanction than that 
of the city editor, or the acting 
city editor. 

Woman Witness Grilled. 

The story that Mr. Ford would not 
pay salaries of such employees, hold 
open their positions nor care for 
their dependents, it appeared, was 
no exception. 

The gruelling cross-examination 
of Mrs. Ernest fPrall -by Attorney 
Alfred J. Murphy, of Ford counsel, 
which shortly afterward culminated 
in her fainting, left spectators with 
mixed teelings. The witness, a frail 
little woman, mother of three chil- 
dren, testified yesterday that in the 
six weeks which elapsed between 
the departure of her husband for 
Texas and the time that the Ford 
company came to her relief she was 
ill and in dire need. 

“When were you married?” asked 
the lawyer. 

“I didn’t come here to talk about 
my family affairs,’ replied the wit- 
ness, 

Attorney Kirkland, for the 
Tribune, protested, but Mr. Murphy 
persisted, asserting that he had a 
right to bring out any testimony 
affecting the credibility of the wit- 
ness, 

“I was married December 26, 1910,” 
Mrs. Prall finally answered _ defi- 
antly. 

“Tsn’t it a fact that vou were mar- 
ried a year ago at the intercession 
of a Ford investigator?” 

“Tt’s none of your business,” cried 
the woman.

Citing the army bill’s provision for 
an army of 400,000 men, the Idaho 
Senator declared the league would 
increase rather than decrease arma- 
ment. 

Senator Borah pointed out that 
General March, chief of staff, had 
told the senate military committee 
an army of 500,000 would be suffi- 
cient for the United States “under 
the league of nations if the other 
nations do their share” and added: 

“Heavens only knows what we 
will need if the other nations do 
not. If we are going to exercise 
economic pressure on other nations 
for every little cause and if we're 
going to police the world, he is a 
driveling idiot who thinks that 
means anything but a stupendous 
army.’”’ 

Britain Not Reducing Navy. 

Senator Reed, democrat, Missouri, 
interrupted to Say that’ British 
Statesmen and newspapers had de- 
clared Great Britain would not ma- 
terially reduce her navy because 
of creation of the league. 

“1 deny that most emphatically,” 
Said Senator Hitchcock, democrat,

“T took the body and tried to con- 
ceal it in the cellar, but the door 
was not large enough and I sawed 
the body in two. The girl was 
dead when this was done.” 

Then followed a discussion be- 
tween Signor Bagnolli and Cocchi 
as to wrether the girl was dead bDe- 
fore her body was dismembered. The 
whole court room was aghast at 
the prisoner’s narration, but Coc- 
chi rapidly proceeded with his story, 
being apparently very mervous. 

When Cocchi had concluded his | 
narrative the court went into’ se- 
cret session to consider the defend- 
ant’s charges against his wife and 
their relation to his own case. Aft- 
er a session of more than an hour 
the court anounced the trial had 
been postponed.

Takes His Place 
In Hall of Fame 


Private Gaffney, Styled. 
“Second Bravest Man 
War Produced,” Given 
Congress Medal—Gaff- 
ney, Wounded, Captured 
80 Germans. 


Cap Dix, N. J., June 25.—Another 
humble American doughboy took his 
place in the hall of fame today in 
the pérson of Private Frank Gaff- 
ney, of company G, 108th infantry, 
the twenty-seventh division (New 
York national guard). 

Sergeant Alvin York, of Pall Mall, 
Tenn., is the only man in the Amer- 
ican army credited with a larger 
bag of prisoners than Gaffney. The 
lanky Tennessean brought in 132 
Germans, but he had a few men to 
help him round them up, while the 
New Yorker, all alone and suffering 
from 2 wound, which cost him one 
of his arms, piloted eighty into the 
American lines. 

“You’re the second bravest man 
the war produced,” declared Major 
General McHale, when he pinned the 
congressional medal of honor 
upon the breast of the blushing 
Geffney. Here is thé official cita- 
tion which won the highest military 
honor the nation can b&stow. 

“On September 29, at Ransart, 
when his lieutenant and sergeant 
had been killed, Private Gaffney 
assumed command of the platoon 
and continued on to the objective, 
a German machine gun nest. Gaff- 
ney was the only man to reach the 
objective. Bravely and skillfully 
handling a machine gun-and hand 
grenades he killed several of the 
enemy and brought back eaghty of 
them to the American lines.”

A special meeting of the city 
council has been called for 5 o’clock 
this afternoon by Mayor Key to de- 
vise ways and means of sécuring an 
appropriation from Atlanta to help 
carry on a fitting Fourth of July 
celebration.

The announcement of gifts approxi- 
mating $2,000 was met with warm 
response by the members of the 
main committee. 

Mr. Harvey announced that every 
patriotic organization in the city 
will participate in the allegorical 
pageant which will be the feature of 
the morning event . A committee 
headed by Mrs. T. T. Stevens was 
appointed to arrange the details of 
the pageant. On it are the heads 
of all three chapters of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution in 
Atlanta: Mrs. Henry B. Scott, regent 
of Joseph Habersham chapter: Mrs. 
David Howard, regent of Atlanta 
chapter, and Mrs. William O. Mitch- 
ell, regent of Piedmont chapter. The 
heads of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, the Children of the Con- 
federacy and other patriotic soci- 
gg will also serve on the commit- 
eé. 

To Drop White Roses. 

Following the suggestion of 
Colonel B. M. Bailey, the commit- 
tee decided to have an airplane 
go over the field on the morning 
of the celebration and drop 113 
white roses to which will be at- 
tached a card of sympathy from 
official Atlanta. These cards will 
be gathered up and one presented 
to every mother in Atlanta who has 
sacrificed a son in the great cause 
of democracy.

The official Atlanta committee at 
its Wednesday meeting decided that 
the Atlanta colored population 
should also have a real good, old- 
fashioned July Fourth celebration.

There is 
no doubt that when these consol- 
idations are completed this city will 
handle a much larger proportion of 
its own financial affairs than at 
the present time. The legal limita- 
tions on the amount that can be 
loaned to one customer now send 
a2 good many deals to the eastern 
cities that should be carried through 
here. The capital stock of the con- 
solidated institutions will be com- 
parable with that of leading institu- 
tions in the east. 


Big Steel Merger. 


The consolidation idea is getting 
more of a hold on industria] com- 
panies in this city. One plan prom- 
ising early maturity contemplates 
the massing of several companies in 
the iron and steel line, and the capi- 
talization probably will be in the 
vicinity of $100,000,000. Fear of 
the government happily does not ex- 
ist any longer, in view of the com- 
promises in the case of the Har- 
vester company and others, and the 
example set by Washington during 
the war in successfully co-ordi- 
nating industries. Another plan 
proposes the union of a large Chi- 
cago company with a nationally well 
known concern in the east. 

These things emphasize the confi- 
dence this part of the country has 
in the future of American business. 
A further confirmation is found in 
the liberality with which the banks 
are leading. The contrast between 
today and three or four months ago 
is striking. 

This spirit, along with the suc- 
cess in the recent marketing of in- 
dustrial issues, has given a stimu- 
lation to that class of securities. 
Some of these issues show a ma- 
terial profit to their purchasers and 
thus make a good market for any- 
thing in that line which is reasona- 
bly promising. The buyer, however, 
still insists on a liberal vield, six 
per cent and upward. The result 
is that the old issues are in dis- 
favor. The bond buyer is some- 
thing like the flat dweller in mov- 
ing out from the old. into the 
new. 

Proposed Export Corporation. 


It is a good guess that the de- 
bentures that the proposed big cor- 
poration for the promotion of the 
foreign commerce and the help of 
Europe will offer, will be well re- 
ceived. The public awaits any 
possible changes that may be made 
in the scheme and an official an- 
nouncement. There has not yet 
been any legislation authorizing the 
government to participate, and 
without such participation the thing 
probably would not go. There is 
a demand from persons who have 
been impressed with the situation 
in Europe for haste in nerfecting 
the arrangements, but the insiders 
are not idle. At least leaders in 
this city are active. There 1s one 
feature that recejves a chill when- 
ever it is mentioned; that Is the 
proposed use of the Libert~ Loan 
organization in selling the de- 
bentures. Members who have been 
consulted declare that the demand 
that they shall act and shall re- 
ceive no compensation is going too 
far. They have their work to do 
and are trying to make up for what 
they lost while serving their coun- 
try. Moreover, the issues of the 
proposed company will compete 
with the bonds of other corpora- 
tions. The idea of gratuitous work 
they consider patriotism reduced to 


an absurdity.

Marshal Foch and Presi- 
dent Wilson to Feature 
Attendance — Monster 
Parade and Elaborate 
Spectacles Planned.

Washington, June 24.—For the 
first time in the history of the United 
States the nations of the world will 
actively assist in celebrating an 
American Fourth of July. 

If hopes are fulfilled, President 
Wilson will be present and it is even 
possible that Ferdinand Foch, tne 
great military leader of the allied 
cause, May participate in the inde- 
pendence day celebration which is 
now being staged in the national 
capital by the War Camp Community 
service of the District of Columbia 
under the auspices of the citizens’ 
committee, of which Commissioner 
Louis Brownlow is chairman. 

This celebration, which is unique 
in character and of far-reaching sig- 
nificance, will be the nation’s thanks- 
giving service for the return of 
peace. The pageantry and symbol- 
ism with which it will abound will 
recognize, not victory, but peace, 
which is the fruit of victory, and 
will express the call to service de- 
manded by the accomplishment. 

Other noted célebrations or the 
Fourth of July have been staged 
but none has ever been prepared 
which has had about it the elab- 
orate staging and the far-reaching 
symbolic purpose which.the per- 
song responsible for the celebration 
which is to take place in Washing- 
ton on July 4, next, intend this one 
shall possess. 

Reviewing Officials. 


The president of the United States, 
the diplomatic representatives of 
the countries of the world, members 
of the supreme court, cabinet offi- 
cers, and members of congress, will 
sit in the huge reviewing stand at 
the capital. The various countries 
which maintain embassies in Wash- 
ington will also participate in. the 
parade with elaborate floats, ex- 
pressing world satisfaction in the 
return of peace. 

The hope that Marshal Foch may 
participate is based on the invita- 
tion that has been extended him by 
Georgetown university, which his 
brother is a member of the faculty, 
to accept in person the presentation 
of a sword which the university 
wishes to give him. Marshal Foch 
has already expressed his willing- 
ness to come and, if peace had come 
sooner, would have been in Wash- 
ington on June 28. If the peace sit- 
uation permits, it is hoped that he 
may decide to accompany President 
Wilson to America where he is cer- 
tain of receiving a tremendous ova- 
tion due the most brilliant and ro- 
mantic military figure of the war. 
_ Franklin K. Lane, secretary of the 
interior, is heading the arrangement 
committee for this célebration and 
General Peyton C. Marsh, chief of 
staff, will participate in the han- 
dling of the parade which will be 
held late in the afternoon. TI[ieu- 
tenant General Bullard, whose record 
in France is a household word, will 
be grand marshal of the day, anda 
Captain Roy R. Glenn, of the British 
embassy, will be acting marshal. 

The parade will be made up of 
eight or tem companies of infantry, 
of floats representing the nations 
of the world, and the various sym- 
bolic ideas which will enter into the 
celebration interspersed with various 
bands and singing organizations. It 
will also include the various war

tonight the citizens of Worth coun- 
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service in June, 1917, and soon after- 
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Georgia Sheriffs’ Associa- 
tion Urges Chaingang 
Sentences for Violators 
of Prohibition Laws. 


“We are going to double our ef- 
forts in kéeping down the liquor 
traffic in Georgia during 1919,” 
said Sheriff Cliff H. Scott, of 
Screven county, president of the 
Georgia Sheriffs’ association, Wed- 
nesday. 

“The efforts of the sheriffs have 
been badly handicapped by the lack 
of legislation covering this impor- 
tant question,” he continued, “and 
we are going to ask for more strin- 
gent laws and such punishment for 
the dealers in the traffic that they 
will hesitate to break the liquor 
laws.” 

Sheriff Scott related many ex- 
periences in handling the offend- 
ers, and told of the difficulties he 
had in destroying the business in 
his county. In this connection, Sher- 
iff Scott said: “‘My deputies have 
often been told of ‘blockade’ run- 
ners who were making a business 
of bringing whisky into the coun- 
ty for illegal sale. After making 
an arrest, the informer refused to 
testify and the case fell down. We 
should have legislation covering 
this feature.” 

Resolution Adopted. 

The question of the enforcement 

of the prohibition laws came up 


just before the 1919 meeting of the 
association was adjourned. It was 


brought up in the shape of a reso- 
lution introduced by Sheriff Scott, 
and was unanimously adopted. 

Upon the adoption of this resolu- 
tion Sheriff J. A. McCurdy, of De- 
Kalb county, asked that the con- 
vention go on record as opposing 
the leniency of judges in liquor 
cases and recommended that the 
prohibition law-breakers be given 
straight chaingang sentences with- 
out the privilege of a fine. This was 
also adopted unanimously by the 
sheriffs. 

Preceding the passage of this 
resolution much discussion took 
place, nearly every officer present 
relating experiences with the liquor 
men and “blockade runners.” Two 
told of having been shot at while 
in the act of arresting the offend- 
ers, and another told of the use of 
signals in warning the operators of 
etills of the approach of the offi- 
cers. 

The session Wednesday morning 
convened at 10 o’clock and the first 
business considered was the resolu- 


tion introduced at the first meeting 
Tuesday in regard to auto thefts. 

This resolution, prepared by 
Sheriff James IL Lowry, and sub- 
mitted by him to the convention, 
recommends a new-law described as 
follows: 

Proposed Auto Law. 

An act to prohibit the sale of automobiles 
and motor vehicles of any and every kind 
without giving a regular biil of sale for 
a and having record of such bill of sale 
made. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by authority of same, that 
from and after the passage of this act it 
shall be unlawful for any corporation, as- 
sociation or individual to sell any automo- 
bile or motor vehicle of any kind without 
giving to the purchaser thereof a regular 
bill of sale for same; and it shall likewise 
be unlawful for any corporation, associa- 
tion or person to buy such automobile or 
motor vehicle of any kind; the purchaser 
shall immediately thereafier go to the office 
of the sheriff of the county in which such 
sale ig made and have the bili of sale of 
such vehicle recorded in a book in the 
sheriff's office provided for that purpose. 
And such purchaser shall obtain from the 
sheriff a card of identification showing 
the name of the vendor of such motor vee 
hicle or automobile, the name of the pur- 
chaser of such vehicle, the number of the 
motor and a sufficient description of such 
motor vehicle as to enable anyone to identt- 
fy the same. A record shall also be made 
by the sheriff on the back of the Dill of 
sale showing the vendor, the purchaser and 
identification aforesaid. For the record of 
snch bill of sale and the entry on the back 
therecf and the furnishing said card the 
sheriff making the same shall be paid a 
fee of $1 by the party baving said record 
made. 

Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall be punished as pro- 
vided in section 1065 of the penal code of 
oe 

ec, 2. Be it further enacted By the - 
thority aforesaid, That all laws aid atte 
of laws in conflict with this act be and 
same are hereby repealed. 

A resolution calling for free 
transportation for the sheriffs was 
tabled on the ground that since the 
government assumed control of the 
railrods thiscould not be governed 
by state legislation. 


County Auto Tags. 


Another recommendation made 
during the morning session pro- 
vided that the automobiles in each 
county should bear a tag with the 
name of the county inscribed. The 
secretary of state would issue the 
sheriffs the tags,and each carwould 
be registered in the county in which 
the purchaser resides. This was 
passed. The compensation provided 
for the sheriffs is 50 cents a tag, 
which would be paid by the owner 
of the vehicle. By the provisions of 
this bill, the sheriff would Keep a 
record of the motor number of the 
automobileand the license number 
of the car. Records of this regis- 
tration would be given the tax re- 
ceiver and tax assessors of the 
county and a copy sent to the sec- 
retary of state. If this bill is 
passed it becomes efective March l, 
1920. 

The resolution offered by Sheriff 
J. W. Wansley, of Franklin county, 
seconded by Sheriff L. F. Rickman, 
of Rabun county, provided that the 
1920 meeting of the association be 
convened in Atlanta one day befor? 
the opening of the general assembly. 
This passed unanimously. 

The committee selected to safe- 
zuard the legislation of the autom®- 
bile bill was James I. Lowry. of Ful- 


ton, chairman; S. A. Smith of Troup, 
J. A. McCurdy of DeKalb, 

The officers serving during the 
year were re-elected. They include: 
Cliff H. Scott, president; A. S. John- 
son, secretary; and J. Il. Dewry, 
treasurer. These officers have serv- 
ed continuously since the organiza- 
tion of the association in 19%6. 


SOUTH GA. ENGINES 
WILL QUIT USING 
“LONG-LEAF COAL” 


Moultrie, Ga., June 25.—(Spec'7!.) 
Wood-burning locomotives, or “cab- 
bage heads,” as the natives call 
them, will soon be a thing of the 
past in south Georgia. The Georgia 
Northern, the general offices of 
which are located in Moultrie, and 
which plys between Boston and 
Albany, is one of the last lines in 
the state to be forced to quit “long 
leaf coal” as fuel. In its shops here 
during the past few weeks several 
wood-*rning locomotives have been 
converted into coal burners, and 
the others will have to be within 
the next few months. 

The change was made necessary 
by the scarcity of wood and. the 
high prices that have to be paid 
for it. A high official of the road 
estimates that it has paid out 
more tt-~ a million dollars for wood 
during the twenty-seven years it 
has been in operation, leaving the 
money along its line, instead of 
sending it to the coal centers, -be- 
sides helping to clear hundreds of 
acres of land. 


Jetferson County 
Builds Steel Bridge 
On Dixie Highway 


Louisville, Ga. June 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—An important addition to the 
many attractive features of the 
Dixie highway, as it traverses Jef- 
erson county, is a magnificent~ steel 
bridge that has just been erected 
across Rocky Comfort creek near 
the city of Louisville. This bridge 
is approached as one drives into the 
old state capitol] from Davisboro, 
over a fine stretch of road that con- 
mects these two prosperous and 
thriving towns. 

This bridge was built by the Aus- 
tin Bros.’ Bridge company, of At- 
lanta, at a cost of $8,500. It is 471 
feet long,and has two swinging 
arches. It is the first steel bridge 
in Jefferson county. 

This is only the beginning of a 
program that will be pursued by the 
present three road commissioners of 
this county. They intend to erect 
as many as one or two steel. or 
concrete bridges every year until 
all the streams in the county are 
spanned by a permanent crossing. 

In a closely allied plan to the 
bridge improvement thatis in prog- 
ress, these commissioners are look- 
ing very earnestly toward the pur- 
pose of building permanent high- 
ways. And inasmuch as conditions 
will permit, they are doing this 
very thing. Perhaps the county has 
never had a more capable set of 
roadcommissioners than it has now 
in the persons of Joe R. O. Smith, 
of Bartow; George Farmer, of Ze- 
bina, and C. C. Burkhalter, of Louis- 
ville.

like going up to everybody I meet 
and saying, “Yes, I have done the 
tail-spin,” or “Yes, I did _ the 
loop” (though I didn’t know it at 
the time); and “Yes, I did the bar- 
rel-roll and the wing-over.” 

Was I scared? No, not scared, 
but sometimes only the thought 
that flying is getting to be a com- 
mon occurrence now, made me be- 
lieve that I could live through it. 
That’s where the thrill comes in, 
though, and if I could go up again 
today I'd choose.to do all the stunts 
again and some more. 

No “Soft” Clouds. 

Imagine being able to saunter 
around in mid-air for a profession! 
Carrying not only your head in the 
clouds, but your feet,as well. The 
clouds are not the soft, smooth lit- 
tle nothings they look to be, 
though. 

Why, the raindrops hit your face 
like hail, and nip the cheeks with a 
sort of resentment. But the wind, 
with its brisk caresses, has already 
made the cheeks insensible to al- 
most anything, so it’s just like more 
sport. 

Of course the most exciting mo- 
ment is that one when you delib- 
erately turn a somersault,_ tech- 
nically called looping. You don’t 
hang out of the plane, either. The 
funny thing is you don't realize 
when you actually go over. 

You remember the story of the 
little boy who told a friend, “You 
know Bill Haynes’ neck? Well, he 
fell in the water up to it.” 

The neck has something of that 
same importance in airplaning. 
When you_ start to the side your 
head drops down under the tre- 
méendous pressure, the rest of you 
is strapped in so you actually pivot 
on that discredited part of the body 
where one is often said to “get it.” 

I am glad that I have unbiased 
witnesses to testify that our ma- 
chine turned squarely over, because 
the sensation was so different from 
any you could get another way (un- 


less you inserted lead in your head), 
that it would have been hard to say 
just what did happen. But Francis 
Price, who went on the next trip 
and took some wonderful pictures 
of the outlying parts of the city 
while it was raining, as usual, in 
the business district, was on the 
field when we came back and de- 
clared that he saw the machine loop 
three times on the homestretch. 
Contrary Emotions. 

If anybody thinks I know any 
more about what an airplane does 
in the air than I did before he is 
mistaken. All I know about a tail 


spin is that you swish around very 


fast and before you quit holding 
your breath you are sailing along 
again and the altimeter registers 
a thousand feet or less lower. 

There’s a funny thing about the 
altimeter. Every time you have 
the kind of sensation you do in a 
fast elevator when it’s going down 
and you suppose you are dropping, 
that’s a sure sign that you are go- 
ing higher. And when you feel as 
though you are getting nearer Mars 
every minute there’s not a doubt 
but that you are coming toward 
earth. That’s the one positive 
thing I learned about a flying ma- 
chine, 

What’s the use of trying to keep 
up with the whats and hows when 
things are as mixed up as that? 

Lieutenant Warde is considered 
one of the best pilots in the cross- 
country parties, and I was willing 
to leave all details to him. He is 
absolutely sure and Steady, and the 
old boat was as level as could be 
except when a little exhibition was 
£s0ing on. After the first experi- 
ment, he turned and looked to see 
how I had stood it. 

Seeing that I was still able to 
smile, he went one better, and that’s 
the way we worked up to the tail- 
spin and the loop. 


Recognizes Capitol. 

The difficulty in looking out 
from an airplane is recognizing 
things. Why, [ couldn’t have recog- 
nized my best and oldest friends 
after a few thousand feet. But there 
is no mistaking the old capitol. Sup- 
pose they moved it to Macon, and 
I went up again, how would I get 


_my bearings? 


_ One of the finest-lookinge  build- 
ings from a north star altitude is 
the courthouse, though it baffled 
my imagination for a long time 
trying to think what it was. (This 
is a boost for the county commis- 
Sioners. [I hope they pave the 
street in front of my house for the 
little ad.) 

Candler varehouse looks like a 
big hippopotamus stretched out on 
the sand, and the union station like 
a little toy hot box, with black 
snakes gliding in and out. Not to 
be a seashore town, Atlanta has 
more bodies of water than any city 
you would imagine. I have no idea 
what they all are.

Effect Soon Over. 

The first time I really knew in 
what direction I was going was 
when I sighted our twins, Georgian 
Terrace and Ponce de Leon.

But one does lose 
track when.the land goes to slant- 
ing straight upward. 

I had thought that flying would be 
rather Jike tobogganing without a 
track, zip—you dive down, then 
palp, and you go up with a catch 
around your heart.

Kendrick Proposes 
To Regulate Packers. 


Congress is now concerned with 
the bill of Senator Kendrick provid- 
ing legislation for the regulation of 
the packing industry. 

L. F. Swift, president. of Swift & 
Co., is very vigorously opposing the 
measure, and I have before me the 
copy of a letter that he has just 
written to Senator Kendrick on the 
subject. 

It is illuminating for the reason 
that it concisely states each pro- 
vision of the Kendrick bill and 
states the packers’ argument against 
it. For its value purely as infor- 
mation, therefore, I quote some of 


the paragraphs from the Swift let- 
} 


ter: 

“The legislation which you 
propose consists of three propo- 
sitions: 

“1. That the packers shall not 
be permitted to own stock yards. 

“Swift & Co. invested its capi- 
tal in stock yards either to tcre- 
ate a market which did not be- 
fore exist or to improve a mar- 
ket previously existing. Its only 
interest is that these markets, 
near which it has made large in- 
vestmants in packing houses, be 
efficiently conducted, and, with 
this condition fulfilled, it is 
willing, at any time, to dispose 
of its interest in stock yards. 
Legislation is not necessary to 
bring about such a disposition 
of the stock yards if a pur- 
chaser can be found. .. . 

“a See refrigetator cars 
shall be made common carriers. 

“Swift & Co. has been, com- 
pelled to acquire refrigerator 
cars in order to make prompt 
and efficient distribution of its 
products. The interstate com- 
meres commission has pointed 
out that the operation of these 
cars is done at cost, or even at 
a lose. . If the railroads will 
perform the service, it is for the 
financial interests of the pack- 
ers to discontinue the building 
and operating of private cars, 
but the destruction of the pri- 
vate car service before the rail- 
roads have created and gre pre- 
pared to offer an equally effici- 
ent service will necessarily 
slow up the distribution of meat 
products and consequently the 
buying of live stock, for the rea- 
son that the packers cannot buy 
live stock faster than they can 
store and ship the meat... . 

‘3. Finally, you propose & 
license system toapply not only 
to the packers, but to all other 
agencies that share in the in- 
dustry, including commission 
firms and traders. 

“To place the ultimate control 
of the industry under govern- 
ment employees, who have had 
no practical experience in the 
business and have no financial 
or other interest in the busi- 
ness, will, in my opinion, have 
the effect of destroying private 
initiative and making it diffi- 
cult, if- not impossible, to obtain 
new capital for the purpose of 
the maintenance and expansion 
of the business. Such a radical 
experiment should not be tried.”

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

The Boils on Habby’s Neck. 
Kindly tell me what you think of 
the boils on my husband’s neck. 
There are two and they look almost 
like carbuncles. He is employed in 
a machine shop where much oil is 
used. I have been using soap and 

sugar to draw them. (M. O. 8.) 
ANSWER—tThe soap is all right. 
The sugar will not draw boils—only 
flies. 
machine shops is a fertile medium of 
spread of pus-germ infection from 
one man to another: boils end pim- 
ples on exposed parts of the skin 
of men in the shops may be prevent- 
ed almost entirely by regular disin- 
fection of the mixture. The boils 


,Should be incised by the physician, |

gauze appplied, and kept moistened 
with a solution of about a table- 
spoonful of salt and a tablespoonful 
of citrate of soda in a pint of boiled 
water. This maintains drainage, 
gives all the relief a poultice can 
sive, yet does not encourage pus- 
germ multiplication as most poul- 
‘tices do. The affected area should 
be freely exposed to direct sunlig it 
to further discourage pus-germ life. 
The utmost care is necessary in 
;handling or dressing boils. lest in- 
\fection be carried on the fingers to 
}another part of the skin, thus pro- 
ducing a new boil by inoculation.

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Upper Branch of Legisla- 
ture Organizes— Many 

Measures Introduced 
During First Meeting. 


With every one of the fifty-one 
members of the 1919-29 senate 
Ppresént, Secretary D. F. McClatchey 
called. the body to order at 10 
o'clock Wednesday morning, and 
what promises to be a most impor- 
tant session was begun. 

The number of new bills intro- 
duced on the opening day point 
Strongly to a session full of action 
and accomplishment. The impor- 
tant questions of better schools, 
highway improvement, reform in 
the state banking system, making 
a new constitution for the state 
and even removing the capitol to 
Macon, were all brought before the 
body in the shope of new bills 
within an hour after the senate as- 
sembled. 

The organization of the upper 
house was effected in quick order 
and notice was sent to the house 
that the senate was ready to begin 
work in record time. Samuel L. 


Olive, senator from the _ twenty- 
ninth, was the unanimous choice 
of the body for president, after he 
had been nominated by Senator 
Veazey, of the ninetecnth. He was 
escorted to the chair, took charge 
of the proceedings and, in an elo- 
quent speech, thanked his fellow 
senators for the honor conferred on 
him and predicted a session of real 
worth to the state. Mr. Olive was 
president of the last senate, also. 

Major D. F. McClatchey was then 
nominated for secretary of the 
senate by Ivan Allen, of the thirty- 
fifth, and unanimously chosen for 
this office. J. H. Ennis, of the 
twentieth, was unanimously elected 
president pro tem. C. N. Hooks was 
re-elected massenger, and P. 
Griffin re-elected doorkeeper, and 
the organization was completed 
when Dr. J. G. W. Watkins. of Col- 
lege Park, was again named chap- 
lain of the body. 

Resolutions were tnen passed no- 
tifying the house and governor that 
the senate organization was com- 
plete and'work ready to be taken up.

It will be observed that the commission

Washington, June 25.—Failing to 
command the united support of op- 
ponents of the league of nations, the 
proposal for an immediate declara- 
tion of peace by congress was block- 
ed today in the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee. 

After along and lively discussion, 
the committee voted, 12 to 4, to de- 
fer action for the present on the 
resolution of Senator Fall, repub- 
lican, of New Mexico, embodying 
the peace declaration. Five sena- 
tors opposing the league, including 
Chairman Lodge, joined the league 
advocates in supporting the post- 
ponement motion. Besides Mr. Fall, 
those. voting for immediate action 
were Senators Borah, Idaho; John- 
son, Californja, and Moses, New 
Hampshire, all republicans. 

Senator Swanson, democrat, of 
Virginia, was understood to have 
made the motion to adjourn with- 
out action, and it was said to have 
been supported by Senators Lodge, 
Knox and Brandegee, republicans, 
and Swanson, Hitchcock, Pome- 
rent, Smith (Arizona), Pittman and 
Shields, democrats. 

Later a special meeting to resume 
consideration of the resolution was 
called for Monday, and Senator Fall 
predicted a favorable report of the 
measure would result. Its oppo- 
nents, however, declared the discus- 
sion today revealed such strong op- 
position in the committee that fa- 
vorable action would be impossi- 
ble, although it was said the prin- 
cipal point discussed was the advis- 
ability of urging such a resolution 
before the treaty had been signed. 

After the committee’s decision, 
Mr. Fall announced in the senate 
that he would not ask for action on 
his amendment to the army bill, 
also embodying the peace declara- 
tion. The amendment thus failed 
actually to come before the senate, 
having been technically disposed of 
previously when a section to which 
it had been attached went out of 
the bill on a point of order. 

In committee discussion éf the 
peace declaratiom today, the propo- 
nents of immediate action are un- 
derstood to have argued that Geor- 
many’s acceptance of the treaty was 
assured, and with an actual condi- 
tion of peace established, the soon- 
er a formal technical declaration 
was adopted, the better. Such a 
declaration would, they argued, per- 
mit a resumption of industrial rela- 
tions with Germany which would 
have to wait otherwise on the 
treaty’s ratification. 

Those opposing immediate action 
are said to have taken the ground 
that if congress were empowered to 
act in the matter at all, it ought 
not to do so until oy treaty actu- 
ally had been signe 

Others are said to hold that the 
resolutionwas unnecessary, and 
that peace conditions would not 
necessarily wait upon ratfication 
of the treaty. There also were Sus- 
gestions that it was the duty of 
the president, and not congress, to 
makesuch a declaration.

NEW COMMANDER 
NAMED AT GORDON 


Major General Edward M. 
Lewis Assigned to Local 
Camp—General Sturgis 
to Take Command of 
Camp Pike. 


By J. A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire) 

Washington, June 25.—Major Gen- 
eral Edward M. Lewis, upon his ar- 
rival in the United States, will be 
assigned to command Camp Gordon 
by order of the secretary of war, 
relieving Major General Samuel D. 
Sturgis, who is to be assigned to 
command Camp Pike, Ark. 

Major General Edward M. Lewis, 
who was assigned today to the 
command of Camp Gordon, is an In- 
dianian, having been appointed from 
that state to West Point in 1882. He 
graduated at West Point in 1886, 
and has served in Cuba, the Philip- 
Pines and was in active service as 
a division commander in France. He 
first distinguished himself as an 
officer in the Spanish-American 
war. He is 56 years old, and is re- 
garded by the war department as 
one of its ablest generals. 

Th eappointment of General Lewis 
accentuates the department’s de- 
termination to make a great per- 
manent peace-time military training 
school out of Gordon, as this assign- 
ment would not have been made 
merely for the. brief remaining 
period of A. E. F. demobilization. 
The exact policy of the war de- 
partment as to Camp Gordon can- 
not be officially stated, of course, 
until congress acts upon the pend- 
ing military measures, and for the 
adjutant general or any department 
head to anticipate congressional ac- 
tion would be ill-timed and irregu- 
lar. Hence no official statement 
can be given at this time, although 
the future potentiality of Camp 
Gordon as a permanent military in- 
stitution is known to all on the in- 
side, 

General Lewis

commanded the 
guard division in 
France. This division was known 
as the “wildcat” division, and was 
composed of North Carolina and 
Tennessee national guardsmen. 


In accordance with orders received 
from Washington, Major General 
Samuel D. Sturgis, commanding 
Camp Gordon, will assume command 
at Camp Pike, Ark., to be succeeded 
here by Major General Edward M. 
Lewis, now expected soon from over- 
seas. Just when the two wil take 
up their new duties is not known 
in Atlanta now. 

General Sturgis has made many 


friends in Atlanta since his coming 
here in April to relieve Major Gen- 
eral George H. Cameron. In the 
event that the new commandant has 
not arrived when General Sturgis 
proceeds to Camp Pike, Brigadier 
General Jirtian H. Lindsey will be 
temporarily in command.

Yuma, Arizona, Sizzled at 
110 Degrees, While At- 
lanta Registered Only 
86—Is There Any Para- 
ble There?

“Go west, young man, go west”"— 
And we had a hunch to do so once; 
a hunch that would have guided our 
footsteps to Yuma, Ariz.—A place re- 
puted to have streets paved with 
go!d dust. and more breezing oppor- 
tunities than a diamond mine pro- 
moter could offer. But the “breeze 
of opportunity” is about the only 
stir around that city when one takes 
a glance at the weather chart in 
Mr. Von Herrmann’s office at the 
w®ather bureau in the Empire build- 
ing. 

Business might be running a hot 
box around the Arizona city, but 
we prefer these “arctic” winds about 
Atlanta. A comparison of the tem- 
perature of the two cities indicates 
that the residents of Atlanta shedded 
overcoats too early, and all of us 
ought to retire with bright, cheery 
fires burning up ten-dollar-a-ton 
coal. Atlanta boasted a mean tem- 
perature of 86 degrees, while Yuma 
sizzled to the tune of 110 degrees— 
which must be rather uncomfortable 
for our numerous avoirdupois. 


Chief of Bureau C. F. Von Herr- 
mann must have been optimistic 
about the cool weather continuing, 
for he was in a reminiscent mood 
Saturday, and was reminded of the 
time when the weather prophet of 
Yuma departed this life. Maybe his 
career, and the many erronous pre- 
dictions of the weather chalked too 
many black lines against his name 
on the record Old Peter keeps—any- 
way, the story runs that he went 
into that inferno for permanent hab- 
itation. Staying there one night, 
he caught cold, ard next day re- 
ceived permission to visit his late 
home in Yuma and get his blankets. 

A gas stove agent once steered his 
way to Yuma, hearing of the good 
things the housewives of that com- 
munity supplied for the palate, and 
doubtless saw use for the national 
slogan, “Cook with gas.” He stayed 
one week, nearly starved to death 
and in resigning wrote his em- 
ployers that eggs were laid al- 
ready hatched and the chicken pre- 
pared; that meat could be fried on 
the stands an dhot cakes delicious- 
ly prepared in the rocks of the mesa. 

The representative of an eastern 
plumbing fixture house heard of tne 
wealth of Yuma, and set out ona 
pilgrimage to show the necessity 
of having hot water in every home, 
and to demonstrate a heater capable 
of producing it. He tried one house, 
was shown a stream of hot water 
in the back yard; he gave up his 
job, opened af®f ice cream. emporium 
and got rich in a week. 


CAPTAIN JACKSON : 
BACK FROM FRANCE

FEDERAL LAWS URGED 
TO CONSERVE FORESTS 


By J. A. Hollomon. 
(By The Constitution’s Leased Wire.) 

Washington, June 24.—It develops 
that an extensive program, headed 
by federal legislation, which would 
require compulsory fire protection 
and provision for the natural re- 
placement of trees, will be urged by 
the forest service. : 

Federal legislation will be push- 
ed to equalize state laws and af- 
ford the proper protection for grown 
trees and ungrown trees. Especial- 
ly in the east, the chief foresrer re- 
ports, are the forest growths near 
depletion. The big timber country 
has moved to the lake states and 
from there south, and is now mak- 
ing preparation to set up “national 
headquarters” in the far west. 

Norway, Sweden and most of the 
certral European countries have 
laws’ requiirng timber workers to 
make proper provision for natural 
replacement, Mr. Graves pointed out. 
Such forestry will not work hard- 
ships, but on the contrary, will be 
es salvation of the lumber indus- 
ry. 

“This country is a wood-building 
nation, and should remain so,” For- 
ester Graves asserted. He stated 
today that on farming lands in the 
west some farmers were takifig 
steps to make farm buildings out 
of other material than wood, owing 
to the high prices. 

Even if exportation of American 
lumber to Europe for the purpose 
of rebuilding shall make prices in 
America unduly high for a time, 
nevertheless the sacrifice must be 
made, the chief forester said. The 
program for scientific conservation 
applied t the forestry in the 
United Stafes in no way conflicts 
with Secretary Lane’s plan for the 
use of large stretches of western 
land for farms for soldiers. 

Forester Graves said that a tim- 
ber census, to be conducted along 
with the great census of next year 
to be undertaken by the census bu- 
reau, would be a great step forward 
in the national handling of the 
timber situation. He estimated that 
such a timber census would not 
take as much as $5,000,000 to con- 
duct, as has been suggested. 

Two thirds of the wood out of 
which paper is made that is used 
in the United States is grown on 
foreign soil, Mr. Graves said. He 
urged the entire independence of 


this country, when it comes to the | 


use of paper, and said that this 
could be brought about only through 
the building of more paper mills 
in the United States and the grow- 
ing of more spruce and other treés. 

The forest service is to hold a 
series of conferences throughout 
the country, one of which is sched- 
uled for Atlanta, looking teward 
co-operative action by the federal 
government, the states, the lumber 
industry and private timber 
owners for a program of public 
contro] of the situation.

OUT OF THE BOOK. 

To acquire skill in goif, or, in 
fact, in any branch of sport, is to 
do over and over again the action 
one wishes to perform perfectly. 
Two things are necessary in this: 
First, the action must be a right 
one; that is, the one best adapted 
to secure the end aimed at. Second, 
it must be done often enough to be- 
come automatic.* Usually this means 
thousands of times, at short inter- 
vals and without the interruption of 
other actions that might be confused 
with it, for the muscles have a mem- 
ory of their own and learn best by 
simple, clear, uninterrupted repe- 
tition.

OFFICIALS TO BE ANNOUNCED 
Toledo, Ohio, June 25.—Definite 
announcement of the selection of 
officials for the Willard-Demp- 
sey heavy-weight championship 
contest here July 4 probably will 
be made tonight or tomorrow at 
the latest. This was the positive 
statement of Tex Rickard, pro- 
moter, today. Willard caused a 
surprise when he announced he 
had accepted the plan to have 
three officials, two judges and a 


referee, to decide the contest. 


LESSON NO. 28 
‘ Backing Up Plays. 

Perhaps the most important func- 
tion of the center fielder outside of 
his individual work, lies in quick- 
ness and judgment in backing up 
plays. A center fielder must De 
speedy. Beyond that he must have 
almost as much ability in handling 
ground balls and in judging plays 
as an infielder and he must back 
up both the infield and his fellow 
outfielders. This gives him the 
widest range of any player on the 
field and calls for the greatest 
amount of running. 

In backing up hits he can make 
himself more valuable than the po- 
sition calls for. Two-thirds of all 
hits made at ball games are through 
or over shortstop and secopd base, 
and it is the duty of the center 
fielder to back up on all such hits. 
This, of course, limits his range 
outward. The most valuable center 
fielder, therefore, is one who can 
go out toward the barriers fast and 
catch balls hit over his head. The 
center fielder should practice catch- 
ing long drives while racing out- 
ward, so that he can, with safety 
play a comparatively short fea 
without risking disaster and be in 
position to head off hits that skip 
past or under the infielders. 

The center flelder must also back 
up second base, coming forward at 
top speed whenever @ steal is being 
attempted, so as_to be in position 
to block down a Wild throw a short 
distance back of second base and 
in time to prevent a runner taking 
third on such a misplay. The ob- 
ject of the center fielder always 
should be to prevent runners from 
going from first to third on base 
hits to center field. An accurate 
judgment of batters is necessary. 
The center fielder should play as 
close a field as he can with runners 
on first, second or third, and shoulda 
possess a strong arm for throw ei- 
ther to the plate or to third base. 
The angles of the throw, however, 
are natural ones and easily made, so 
that the position requires less study 
of angles than any other excepting 
in cases where the ball is hit over 
the head ef the fielder. 

Constant practice in throwing to 
third and to the plate is desirable. 
In the old days of the sport, throw- 
ing to the plate and to third constl- 
tuted part of the preliminary prac- 
tice. In the modern game, however, 
the players save their arms and 
practice long throwing to a very 
limited degree. The custom of sav- 
ing the arm has resulted in lack 
of accuracy in throwing which has 
detracted from the beauty of tne 
sport. Long throwing does not hurt 
the arm if carefully done and ama- 
teurs should practice throwing to 
the plate after fly catches, using the 
full arm throw on every occasion.

The champion is a good blocker, 
parries swings and hooks with his 
foréarm, upper arms and shoulders. 
He even gave in spots a clever ex- 
hibition of ducking wild swings. 
There were two things, however, 
which the trained eyes of the critic 
could not miss. They were doubt- 
less unnoticed by a2 majority of 
those around the ringside. Willard 
has regained his boxing eye in ev- 
ery sense the statement implies. 


Judges Distance Well. 


His judgment of distance was 
well nigh perfect, his blows, wheth- 
er sent out easily, or with force 
behind, were timed to a nicety and 
be let Hemple, Little Joe Chip and 
the 203-pound Monahan miss vicious 
right and left leads sometimes by 
inches and several times by more 
than a foot.

‘T was open to reason,” the cham- 
pion explained, “and after Mr. Empie 
and Mr. Gavin had pointed out the 
advantages of the new system I 
came to the conclusion they were 
right. I had feared, before my con- 
ference with them, that two judges, 
itting outside the ring, would not 
e in position to see the blows 
landed and countered.”

New York, June 25.—For the first time since April 7, not includ- 
ing Saturdays and holidays and including odd lots, trading on the stock 
exchange today fell below one million shares. Call money opened at

requirements. Considering the high money rate the stock market 
showed remarkable strength. It is safe to predict; however, that if 
money remains at anything like the rate touched today, lower prices 
will be witnessed in the stock market. 

Baltfmore & Ohio opened today at 50.1.8 and then sold down to 48 
a new low record for the year. Baltimore & Ohio has a floating debt 
of $30,000,000 falling due July 1. Of this. amount $7,500,000 is in two- 
year 5 per cent notes held by the public and $22,500,000 in notes held 
by the banks which matured last February but were renewed. 


Baltimore and Ohio. 


Speyer and Company and Kuhn, Loeb and Company, acting as 
bankers for the Baltimore and Ohio, have submitted plans to the rail- 
road administration calling for a public offering of collateral trust 
bonds which will be underwritten. These bonds will be secured by the 
same collateral now deposited behind the notes.

IN SIXTH DISTRICT 


BY JOSEPH A. M’CORD, 
Federal Reserve Agent. 

The report on business conditions in the 
sixth federal reserve district follows, in 
part: 

Business conditions in all parts of the 
district are reported satisfactory, with a 
continuation of activity in practically all 
lines. Fall buying has begun, and gives 
promise of assuming large proportions. In 
some instances buyers are waiting for 
further reductions, but the almost universal 
feeling at this time indicates that few 
declines from the present level will take 
place. In fact, some Lines haxe experienced 
increases in appreciable amounts during the 
last few weeks. This applies especially to 
the dry goods trade. All reports indicate 
increased prices for dry goods, one report 
placing the estimate as high as 20 per 
cent on outings, ticking and brown cottons. 
The demand for heavy fall goods has been 
heavy. The recent increase in raw leather 
also indicates that leather goods will in- 
crease in price in the near future. 

Financial. 

The demand for money and rates of in- 
terest prevailing are reported normal in al! 
sections. Bank deposits in some instances 
have declined, while in others there is a 
slight increase due to the sale of cotton. 
Collections have been good, and those who 
have disposed of cotton have liquidated 
their obligations, enlarging to this extent 
the supply of funds. 

Central and South American Trade. 

Reports from New Orleans indicate a no- 
ticeable increase in May in trade to Central 
ahd South American ports, as well as to 
other foreign points. It is now possible for 
the inland shippers to make contracts with 
the various steamship companies at the culf 
ports for the export of their commodities. 
No congestion is apparent at the terminals, 
as a sufficient number of ships are avail- 
able to take care of al shipments for which 
contracts have been made. Very little lum- 
der is moving, being used principally for 
ballast, but cotton, grain and foodstuffs 
comprise the majority of the cargo. The 
foreign market for these commodities is 
especially profitable, owing to the decrease 
in freight rates and insurance on account of 
the removal of the risk of destruction. 

Conditions existing at this time in trade 
with Central and South America, Cuba and 
Panama are reported to be better than those 
prevailing before the war. Not only is this 
true from a financial standpoint, as the 
profits for both the steamship companies 
and the shippers have increased. but it is 
also true that the quantity of commodities 
exported shows a marked increase. All 
steamers which were commandeered by the 
government for transport service have been 
released to their owners. and have resumed 
their former traffic. Lage quantities of 
coffee are being imported from Brazil. 
sugar from Cuba, bananas, palm kernel and 
ether tropical fruits, and sisal, from Cen- 
tral America. 

Agriculture. 

During the past month there has been ex- 
eessive rainfall in practically all parts of 
the district. The condition of the cotton 
was reported fair before the rains, but cul- 
tivation has been impossible for two or 
three weeks and cotton fields have become 
very grassy... It is estimated it will take 
two or three weeks to clear out all of the 
crass and weeds. Reports of the boll weevil 
in the infested areas are received. and. while 
farmers are doing everything possible to pre- 
vent damage to the plarts, thé possible {n- 
Jury from this insect to the crop in t's 
normally infested area may be great this 
season. 

While some cotton has been sold on the 
recent rise in the price, quantities are still 
in the hands of the producers, in some _re- 
ports estimated at one-third of the crop. 

The cern crop is reported to be somewhat 
increased over last year. It is nractically 
ae — ti the earlier plantings have 

een well cultivated and v - 
at ieee have made splen 

Reports continue to indicate that Tennes- 
see wheat is in good enndition with pros- 
pects for larze yields. Wheat, oats and hay 
in Alabama have been injured to some ex- 
tert by recent wet weather. 

Planters report that there has been too 
much rainfall even for rice, and the cool] 
weather has delaved the crowth of the 
crop, which is now estimated to be over 
three weeks late. 

The develonment of tohacen growing in 
Georcia, Alshbama and Missi<sinpi is pro- 
rressing and a considerable increase is in- 
dicated over last vear. 

Live Stock. 

The live stock industry is showing prog- 
ress in all of the southern states. Interest 
in good breeding stock is growing and the 
demand for good grade beef stuff. young 
and sich as will make good gains on pas- 
ture, is greater than the anpply. There is 
a fine interest In sheep and the movement 
for a small flock on every farm is making 
headway in many sections.

NATIONAL WEATHER 
' AND CROP REPORT 


Washington, June 25.—Weather conditions 
during the week ending yesterday were 
fairly favorable for growth of cotton in 
Arkansas and most sections east of the 
Mississippi river, but the crop continued 
unsatisfactory in most portions of the belt, 
although it is reported as satisfactory in 
some eastern sections, according to the na- 
tional weather and crop bulletin. 

Cotton advanced fairly well during the 
week, and its condition is generally good 
in the Carolinas. Progress and conditions 
were reported satisfactory in Georgia 
wherever fields are well cultivated, but in 
the southern portion of the state it is poor 
and fields are grasay. 

Condition of the crop is reported as poor 
to fair in Alabama and Tennessee and fair 
in parts of Mississippi. The crop con- 
tinues poor in Louisiana. A marked im- 
provement was noted in Arkansas, but with 
the general condition continuing poor to only 
fairily satisfactory. The condition of the 
crop in Oklahoma continues poor, with the 
exception of the southeastern part of the 
state, where it is fair. Fair progress was 
noted in a few sections of Texas, where 
rainfall was light. 

Weevils are reported as being general in 
Mississippi, and doing some damage in the 
southern portion of that state, while they 
are numerous and doing considerable damage 
in portions of southern Alabama. The pests 
also are numerous and active in northern 
Florida and southern Georcia.

Washington, June 24.—Inasmuch 

@s the industrial and commercial 
regeneration of Europe will be the 
prime necessity after the conclu- 
sion of peace, it is believed in offi- 
cial circles here that consular of- 
ficers would be sent by the United 
States to enemy countries’ before 
diplomatic representatives are ac- 
credited to their governments. 

Although the subject has not yet 
been officially considered, some 
state department authorities are of 
the opinion that a charge d’affaires 
will precede the dispatching of an 
embassador to Germany. So far as 
is known, there has been no sugges- 
tion of reducing the rank of Ameri- 
ca’s diplomatic representatives to 
Germany, but some persons believe 
the changing of the embassy to 4 
legation is possible. 

It is considered in some quarters 
doubtful whether the United States 
and the allied powers will return 
their diplomatic representatives to 
Germany before Germany is admit- 
“ted to the league. In the meantime 
there will be in Germany numerous 
commissions and agents created by 
the allies and associated powers to 
supervise the execution of the terms 
of the peace treaty. 

The flow of consular officers to 
Russia and Turkey has already be- 
_ gun despite the fact that diplomatic 
relations have not been re-estab- 
lished with either country. 

There is expected to be a rush of 
commercial agents to the enemy 
countries from contiguous neutral 
territory directly after the signing 
‘of the peace treaties. It has been 
reported from Europe that large 
quantities of merchandise have 
been assembled, especially British 
and American interests, in these 
neutral countries, for the purpose of 
forwarding them to Germany and 
German Austria when the embargo 
is lifted. |

ONLY FERTILIZERS 
OF HIGHEST GRADES 


New WLondon, Conn. June 
W. D. Huntington, president of the 
National Association of Fertilizer 
Manufacturers, in an address at the 
eonvention here today announced 
that within the last six months the 
industry had committed itself to 
the policy of manufacturing only 
high analysis grades of fertilizer, 
eliminating the so-called fractioral 
grades, and that the result of this 
‘action “must ultimately be reflected 
in lower cost of food production.” 

Standardization of only the best, 
Mr. Huntington said, would mate- 
rially reduce factory and selling 
costs, a saving in which the farmer 
and consumer were bounde to share.

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T0 RESUME PRIVATE 
UWNERSHIP EASILY 


By C. B. Evans.

Chicago, June 24.—The restoration 
to their owners of the corporations 
now controlled by the United States 
government is apparently to be ac- 
complished without a jar. Happily 
the authorities understand the prin- 
ciple that a great economic transi- 
tion must be achieved gradually and 
they will not throw the properttes 
back into the laps of their owners 
in a lump. The plan of retaining 
government control while re-estan- 
lishing operation by the companies 
is a good one. The heads of im- 
portant Chicago public utility com- 
panies seem pleased with the plans 
of Washington and are in a rather 
more cheerful mood than at any 
recent time. B. E. Hunny, president 
of the Chicago Telephone company, 
deprecates anything like excitement 
or alarm of the situation. One can 
read between the lines of wnat he 
says, that in his opinion the atti- 
tude of the public toward public 
utility corporations and railroads is 
by no means so antagonistic as many 
persons have supposed. 

The bills now betore congress 
justify the opinion that the teie- 
phone lines will be returned to the 
companies about July 31. It is as- 
sumed that the rates fixed by the 
government will remain in force for 
some months after that. As to the 
right or duty of the government to 
continue these rates, it is perhaps 
sufficient to say that congress and 
the executive department have been 
engaged these months in measures 
forced upon them by the war. That 
the same obligation will rest upon 
them for a considerable time after 
the war and because of the war, the 
main idea, of course, being to re- 
store the country to the normal 
conditions as speedily and gentiy as 
possible. 

Rates have been raised in this 
city, as elsewhere in accordance with 
the orders of the postmaster gen- 
eral, whose administration is in 
much higher favor among persuns 
familiar with the business than with 
those commentators who know little 
about it and who claim the Ameri- 
can’s right to criticise his publie 
servants. The rates are based on ex- 
perience in several cities in-the 
United States and are in accord with 
those fixed by the Ohio public utill- 
ties commission and in operation in 
Cleveland. The rates are stil] ex- 
perimental. It is out of the question 
to state whether they will prove 
high enough to afford a fair income 
on the investment. Particularly is 
this true im view of the still rising 
tendency of wages. The acquisi- 
tion of the lines by the government 
was considered hurtful by the com- 
panies. In several] states the public 
utility commissions were consider- 
ing the question of raising rates 25 
per cent or thereabouts. The new 
rates ordered by Washington are 
by no means a compensation for the 
trouble and loss caused by the ne- 
cessities of the war. 

The best thing that has happened 
to the Chicago service is the nearly 
complete substitution of measured 
service. for flat rates. This long 
has been desired by the local com- 
pany. The public appears to be ac- 
cepting the thing good-naturedly. 
That surely should be true of those 
users of the telephone who will pay 
less than under the former regime. 
The clubs and other large residence 
and social units are adopting the 
practice of charging any person 
using the telephone on the premises 
a nickel. Heretofore, anybody could 
step into one of the long row of 
booths and get his service for noth- 
ing. An official of the telephone 
company asks “How would IY look 
gso'ne to a hotel counter and getting 
a 3-cent stamp without laying down 
three cents?” Persons getting a 
meal at a restaurant and walking 
off without paying have so ‘etimes 
been arrested.

Valera, “president of the Irish re- 
public,” reiterated here tonight a 
statement forwarded by him to 
Premier Clemenceau of France in 
May, warning the peace conference 
that Ireland would not be bound by 
a peace treaty signed on her behalf 
by English peace commissioners. 

Imminence of the signing of the 
treaty, Mr. De Valera said, led him 
to recall the message to Clemenceau 
in which he declared “the Irish peo- 
ple will scrupulously observe any 
treaty obligation to which they are 
legitimately committed, but the 
British delegates cannot bind Ire- 
land. THe only signatures by which 
Ireland will be bound are those of 
its own delegates, deliberately 
chosen.” 

Mr. De Valera announced that he 


#had accepted an invitation to speak 


in Boston Sunday, and would leave 
for that city Saturday. He plans to 
visit Indianapolis soon. he added. 

The activities of the Irish in their 
campaign for independence will not 
be confined to the United States, 
but will be extended to Canada and 
Australia, President De Valera 
stated. 

“We have sympathizers just as 
strong in Australia and Canada as 
we have here in the United States, 


and we will float a portion of our 
loan in those two countries,” he 
said.

CIVIL WAR IN CHINA 


Co :stitution—Philadelphia Fublie Ledger 
Service, Copyright, (9:9) 


Washington, June 25.—There were 
indications today that the powers 
will soon make ‘representations to 
the Chinese government in r-gard 


to the failure of the Shanghai peace 
conference for the purpose of avert- 
ing a renewal of the civil war in 
China, a danger which is regarded 
in some quarters as threatening the 
general peace of the Far. East. When 
Baron Coto, former foreign minis- 
ter of Japan, was in Washington 
recently, he intimated in a private 
conversation that only the ‘United 
States and Japan were in a position 
to render the aid to China which 
China needs for the composition of 
her internal difficulties and he 
doubted whether America would care 
to interest itself so intimately in 
China's affairs when the Mexican 
problem has not yet been settled. 
Unofficial advices from Pekin to- 
day state that the Anfu party, the 
strongest political group in the 
northern parliament, at a recent spe- 
cial meeting evidénced satisfaction 
at the dissolution of the Shanghai 
conference and approved of a war- 
like policy on the part of the north. 
President Hsu is expected to issue 
a mandate declaring that the failure 
of the Shanghai conference was due 
to the extreme attitude of the south. 


SYMPATHY STRIKE 
ENDED AT WINNIPEG 


Winnipeg, June 25.—-After nearly 
six weeks of industrial strife, Win- 
nipeg’s sympathetic strike has been 
ealled off. Shortly before midnight 
last night the central strike commit- 
tee came to an agreement to order 
all men back to work tomorrow at 
11 a. m., exactly six weeks from 
the time it was called. 

Similar announcement came frem 
Calgary and Edmonton, Alta., where 
strikes had been called in sympatny 
with the Winnipeg walkout. The 
prediction also was made by strike 
leaders in Vancouver and Victoria, 
B. C., the sympathetic strikes in 
those cities will be called off today 
or tomorrow. 

According to the announcement 
the calling off of the strike is un- 
conditional. Conferences of labor 
leaders yesterday with Premier Nor- 
ris, of Manitoba, and other provin- 
cial officials failed to obtain any 
concessions, “but it was indicated 
that a commission of investigation 
would be appointed.

POLITICAL AIMS 


Question of Use of Indus- 
trial Action in Politics 
to Be Settled by British 
Labor Party. ! 


Southport, England, June 25.—The 
main interest of the outside world 
in the nineteenth annual conference 
of the labor party which opens in 
Southport today lies in the ques- 
tion before it of using industrial] 
action to secure political aims. An 
influential section of the leaders 
of the triple alliance of miners, rail- 
way men and transport workers has 
long been in favor of exercising the 
power of the alliance to compel com- 
pliance with the demands for tne 
abolition of conscription, the with- 
drawal of troops from Russia, the 
release of conscientious objectors 
and other objects sought. 

The far-reaching importance of 
any decision placing in the hands 
of the industrial unions the power 
to enforce political demands by 
means of strikes, is recognized by 
the executive committee of the labor 
conference, which in a report to be 
presented today, expresses the view 
that if labor is to institute such a 
precedent in British industrial his- 


tory it is imperative that the trade 
unions which adopt the new policy 
and- whose finances presumably 
should be involved in carrying it 
out should realize the responsibility 
which such a movement entat!s and 
should themselves determine the 
ground plan of the new campaign.
